In  1974,  the  Bailey  Mountain  Cloggers  were  formed  on  the  campus  of  Mars 
Hill  College,  making  it  one  of  the  few  college-based  performing  clogging  teams 
in  the  nation.  The  group  exist  for  the  purpose  of  preserving  and  perpetuating 
the  cultural  heritage  of  the  Southern  Appalachian  Mountains  and  sharing  these 
experiences  with  others  through  their  folk  art  clog  dance. 

The  team  is  comprised  of  50  students  from  11  different  states  with  various 
religious  and  ethnic  backgrounds.  During  their  28  year  history,  they  have 
performed  throughout  the  United  States,  and  internationally  in  Canada, 
Mexico,  Austria,  England,  Scotland,  and  Ireland.  In  1996  the  team  danced  at 
the  Kennedy  Center  for  the  performing  arts  in  Washington,  DC.
